A Washington newspaper man 
was a day or two ago permitted to 
serve as tin* first subject one of the 
most unique experiments Lately 
made by science. Me had his 
several organs of voice and speech 
attached to a series of Interesting 
Instruments of precision, had their 
sound* and motions analyzed there- 
by, and be saw the analysis written 
by the organs themselves in an odd 
alphabet of white zigzag lines up- 
on a sheet of Mack paper. Strang- 
est Of all, lie sang a song, while the 

music was simultaneously recorded 

in the way. lie may ttOW take the 

record toamusician and have his 

memory of the air tests. 

The experiments were made in 

the well-known laboratory of Arthur 
SfacDonald, specialist of the Board 

Of Education, who has gained fame 
iti the scientific world as an ei 
perlmental anthropologist,, though 
better known to the popular mind 

as a criminologist. No person in 

this country has before been sub- 
ject to the tost in question r I'ho 

Instruments used were brand new, 
and had just been received from a 
famous maker in Franc 

According to the best authorities 
the voice is more sensitive to emo- 
tion than any of the other physical 
i»s of expressing th< i conditions 
of the mind. High emotional condi- 
tions, although often disguised by 

the muscles producing facial ex 

lionj will almost always be be 
i he muscles governing 
utterance. The organs of utter 
ance therefore might be called the 

most reliable indices of I he emo- 
tional state. Dr. EdacDonald 
UeveS that one of I he most, fruitful 
methods of studying man is lo r<> 
gard him as a mechanism, to mens- 
111 e and record his motions and 
forces as you would those of an 

engine or a dynamo, The machin- 
ist [daces his indicators upon the 

Inanimate machine and can study 

its condition thereby. The student 
Of the human machine can just as 
well [dace indicators upon the 
working organs of man, and these 

Indicators will speak for them- 
selves. 

Five Instruments of precision are 
used In the doctor's Interesting 

analysis of voice and Speech. 
These are aUrached to the Ian n\, 

the lips, the palate, the $onguo and 

the chest. The vocal organs may 
best be compared with B toy bal- 
loon whistle. The balloon 

ICntS the lungs, the conned ing 

tube represents the windpipe, and 

the whistle in the end of the tube 

represents the larj n\, or 4t Adam's 

apple."

of voice, slowly and distinctly. As 

he began the doctor turned a small 

lever, and the cylinder of the re- 
cording instrument commenced to 
revolve. As he uttered the last 

letter the cylinder was as suddenly 
stopped. lie was now allowed to 
examine the smoked paper. A 
long, white, irregular line had 

been traced by the bamboo point 

OVer a portion of the eireum 
ference. The tracing was a series 

of waxes ami angles of all sizes, 

indicating that his larynx had 

made a characteristic move with 
the utterance of each lettei . The 

explanation was simple. It is a 
well known fact that the larynx is 
raised in tin* throat in proportion 
to the height of pitch in which a 
sound is made thereby, and that it 

falls proportionately with the depth 

of the pitch. In saying the 
alphabet one naturally begins the 
Utterance of each letter in a lower 
pitch than that in which tin* last 

sound is made. To utter the letters 

one after another without the 
slightest change* of pitch would re- 
sult in a tiresome and < xpression- 
less monotony of sound. Thus his 
larynx had written its character 
Istic alphabet. It will be interest 
ing to find the larynx alphabets of 
many people in this way and lo 
compare them, lu general they 

will doubtless be found b 

Yet in detail there will be the same

be educated to understand speech 
entirely by the motion of the lips. 
So successfully has this been 
accomplished that a regular system 

of labial conversation lias b 
ed for the deaf Institutions. 

The labiograph is a simple de- 
vice. Attached to an upright pedes- 
tal an* tWO Mat parallel tongs of 
brass, grooved on their exterior 
sides to tit the lips and lunged Jo- 
gel her at right angles to the pe« 
tab The instrument is so made 
that the tongs are held normally 
open by a spring. As they elose 
they compress a small circular bel- 
lows of rubber, which connects by 

tube with the bellows moving the 

point of the recorder. When the 

lips arc closed the point of the 
recorder is raised, and via Vi 
The changing position of the point- 
er ti waved line upon the 

smoked paper, when the cylinder 
revolves, as before. The doctor 

then told his subject to place tin* 

tongs between his lips, allowing 
them to rest against the teeth, and 

to say this alphabet as before. As 

In* opened his lips the two rods 
parted proportionately, and as he 
closed them Ihe motion was repeat 

ed with equal accuracy. The 
curves recorded by the lips during 
the recitation of the alphabet were 
much more pronounced than those 

tia«*ed by the larynx. The height 

of the oui ve varied with eaoh letter, 

showing that there is a character- 
istic s pace between the lips as 
quired by each utterance. The 
letters requiring the closing of the 
lips were Indicated by tin* highest 
curves, Those were kl b," "f," "m;" 

"p f " kk w" and U V. W The letter 

quiring only a slight contraction of 

the lips and those requiring the lips 
lo be held far apart during then ut- 
terance, were indicated by slight 

es and hollows respectively. 
While pronouncing kV w" the lips 

appeared to draw a double wn\e, 
first a high one and then a some- 
what smaller one. The experiments 
made on the laryngograph were re* 
pea ted.

Although the instruments <le 
SCrbed are perhaps the mosl 
interesting of the series 111 question,

The following are some of the 

leading points of the 70th annual 
report of the institution, recently 
presented to the governor. The 
trustees state that the current 

penses the past year are $(1000 less 
than the last preceding six years, 
notwithstanding the increased 

attendance. Not counting teach- 
ers, the fence of Supervision num- 
bers ui*, which is a reduction of nine 
from last year. The Inoreased at- 
tendance has made it necessary to 
add to the teaching force, and 
also provide additional school 
rooms. The capacity of the house 
has reached its limit, and still there 

are several hundred deaf children 
of proper school age In the mate 

that cannot be admitted lor that 
reason. To provide for these the 
trustees suggest one of two remedies. 

Erect a large school building on some 
portion of the present grounds and 
use the vacated school rooms foi 

dormitories. Sell the present pio- 

perty and purchase some otln r site 

whereon to build a structure or 
structures that will meet with the re- 
quirements of a school in all respects 
Tin* tenor of the trustees 1 report 

favors the selling Of the present 

place. It being in the heart of the 

city, has made the property very 

valuable, and its sale would go far 

towards paying for a new location 

and putting up a suitable building 
with modern Improvements. Su- 
perintendent Jones speaks of th* 1 
extension of the school term from 
10 to 12 years, and the reorganisa- 
tion of the OOUrse Of study in ac- 
cordance therewith. Already good 
results are seen from this change.
